LOOKS AT AGRICULTURE 


FRESNO — The year 1974 
will: go down in history as a 
pretty good year for American 
agriculture in general, according 
to Dr. Thomas I. Gunn, 
chairman of the Agricultural 
Economics Department at 
California State University, 
Fresno. 

Dr. Gunn said record sales of 
$95 billion for . agricultural 
products. went to» American 
farmers during the year. Of that, 
over $7 billion was realized by 
farmers in California. Dr. Gunn 
said, however, that 1973 was a 
better year because during 1974, 
the cost of production outpaced 
income. 


The biggest worry for the 


future in American agriculture is 
the dual problem of inflation 
and recession, Dr. Gunn said, 
since movement into deeper 
recession will result in less 
demand for farm products, and 
farm income will go down. It is 
also possible that with a long 
period of recession, smaller, less 
efficient farming operations will 
“go. out of business. There are 
63,000 farms in California 
today, but Dr. Gunn foresees 
fewer units by the end of the 
1970's. 

The CSUF professor said 
there is a general feeling that 
there is an oversupply of grapes. 
There have been large plantings 
in recent years, and the income 
level of the last two or three 
years may not occur again in 
1975, 

Production of cotton was 
down slightly this year, but Dr.

Gunn does not see substantial 
price rises; other products of the 


- Central Valley are likely to have 


about the same price level in 
1975 as they did in 1974, if 
demand remains the same. 

Dr. Gunn said, “‘Labor costs 
and other costs of production 
are skyrocketing, and it’s going 
to be difficult to overcome those 
kinds of things, because farmers 
are battling something that, as 
an individual, they don’t have 
too much control over. So, even 
though there may be a higher 
price for the commodity, 
likewise, there will probably be 
higher costs of production; 
thereforé, the net income will 
not be as great. 

“For the past 20 or 30 years, 
supply was increasing faster than 


demand. Now, we have a 


situation where demand _ is 
increasing faster than supply; 
therefore, we’ve had _ higher 


prices. If we continue in 
recession, we may have a 
different situation entirely, 


especially in the last half of 
1975 and the first of 1976. 

““I’m not. particularly 
optimistic for 1975. I’m a little 
more optimistic for 1976. I 
don’t ‘think there’s going to be 
any great change in the first half 
of 1975, and I’m not so sure 
there’s going to be anything to 
improve the last half of 1975. I 
don’t want to be a prophet of 
gloom, but I don’t see any 
solutions coming that are going 
to change the picture of our 
national economy in the next 
year,” Dr. Gunn said.

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PESTICIDE SAFETY TRAINING 


VISALIA — The Farth? Advisors and the Agricultural 
Commissioner’s Office are jointly conducting a training session for 
the benefit of those employers who are required to train their 
employees in pesticide safety as per the Worker Safety Regulation 
issued May 9, 1974. Those are essentially CAL OSHA regulations. 

Meetings will be held in various locations in Tulare county; all 
meetings start at 1:30°p.m. and will be held on the following dates 
and locations: Jan. 9, Pixley, - Pixley Memorial building; Jan. 10, 
Strathmore - Strathmore Memorial Building. 


AG. WORKERS MUST UNDERSTAND 
REGULATIONS ON PESTICIDE USE 


VISALIA — Under state 
safety provisions, agricultural 
employers must now provide 
workers handling or applying 
pesticides with sufficient 
training so that each worker 
understands safety procedures. 

Primary purpose of the 
worker safety regulations is to 
specify safe work practices for 
employees who mix, load, apply, 
store, or otherwise handle 
pesticides or enter treated fields. 
The main points covered by the 
regulations are given below: 

1. Employees who mix or 
load pesticides with the signal 
word “Danger” or “Warning” 
shall not be under 18 years of 
age unless* closed mixing and 
loading systems are used. 

2. Employees who work with 
pesticides shall be given 
adequate instruction and 
training in’ the use of the 
pesticides. If this has not been 
completed, they are to be 
provided with direct supervision 


‘in person at least every two 


hours during daytime and every 
hour at night. . 

3. Arrangements for 
emergency medical cave for 
employees working with 
pesticides shall be made in 
advance and the places to obtain 
this care shall be posted 
prominently at the work site. 

4. Employees who work for 
more than 30 hours in a 30-day 
period with pesticides that 
contain organophosphates or 
carbamates that carry the signal 
word “Danger” or “Warning” 
shall be provided. with 
appropriate medical supervision 
that includes periodic 
cholinesterase blood tests. 


Examples of such 
organophosphates are Parathion, 
Guthion, Phosdrin, TEPP, 
Thimet, ethion, and diazinon, 
and examples of such 
carbamates are Lannate, Nudrin; 
Carzol, Temik, Furadan and 
Zectran. 

5. Employees working with 
pesticides carrying the signal 
word ‘‘Danger’’ shall have 
periodic contact with another 
person at least once every hour 
at night and at least once every 
two hours during daylight hours. 

6. Pilots employed to apply 
pesticides shall not mix or load 
pesticides containing 
organophosphates or carbamates 
carrying the signal word 
“Danger” or ‘“‘Warning” unless 
closed mixing and_ loading 
systems are used. 

7. A place shall: be provided 
for employees to change 
clothing and wash after working 
with pesticides that carry the 
signal word ‘‘Danger’’ or 
“Warning.” 

8. Facilities for personal 
washing, shall be available at the 
site where employees mix or 
load pesticides that carry the 
signal word ‘“‘Danger’’ or 
“Warning.” 

9. Employers shall provide all 
necessary safety equipment. 
Employers shall also provide 
clean outer clothing, such as 
coveralls, daily for employees 
who work with pesticides 
carrying the signal word 
“Danger” or “Warning.” 

10. Employers shall advise 
each employee of the necessary 
safety procedures he should 
follow and the safety equipment 
that he should use in accordance 
with requirements on the label. 
(A separate regulation requires 
that a pesticide be’ used in 
accord with the label; this means 
that the employer must require 
his employees to follow safety 
procedures on the label.) 

11. Pesticide mixing, loading, 
and application equipment used 
by employees shall be safe to 
use. This equipment is subject to 
inspection at any. time. 

12. Employees who service 
pesticide equipment shall be

13. When pesticides carryin es 


the signal word “Danger” or 

Warning’ are handled \by 

employees, large pieces of fitid 

equipment used shall have: 

a. An external means of 
showing the liquid level in the 
applicator vehical tank or an 
automatic means of 
preventing overfilling of the 
tank by January 1, 1977. 


b. Shielded flexible hoses 


containing such pesticides 

under. pressure- passing. near 

an employee driving a closed 
applicator vehicle by January 

1, 1975. 

c. Shut-off devices on hoses 
carrying such pesticides from 
the mix tank by July 1, 1975, 
14. By January 1, 1976-all 

tanks of. pesticide application 

vehicles used by employees shall 
have leakproof hatches. 

15. Employees shall not hand 
pour liquid pesticides carrying 
the signal word “Danger” and 
certain pesticides carrying the 
signal word “Warning” after 
January 1, 1977. 

16. Pesticides in soluble or 
wettable powder. formulations 
shall be manufactured so as to 
eliminate safety hazards to 
employees (who will mix these 
pesticides) from exposure to 
dust inhalation by January 1, 
1976, if the labels contain the 
signal word “‘Danger.” 

17. Emergency medical care 
shall be planned in advance for 
employees who enter fields after 
pesticide applications. 

18. No person shall apply any 
pesticide in such manner that it 
the body or 
clothing of any person not 
involved in the application 
process. 

19. Supervisors of employees 
working in fields that have been 
treated with pesticides shall be 
knowledgeable of symptoms of 
pesticide poisoning. 

20. If an employee enters a 
field before the pesticide spray 
has dried or the pesticide dust 
has settled, he shall wear all
